Secession Outrages in Boone County, Ky. 
The Cincinnati papers have furnished several ac- 
counts of secession outrages in Boone county, 
Ky. The Commercial of yesterday says that 
next to Cynthiana, the little village of Florence 
has distinguished itself as a theatre of secession 
scenee. It was there that the secession military 
company which left Cincinnati for the Confeder- 
ate army drilled and paraded under the secesh 
“rag, and it has been the common place of meet- 
ing for all the little knots of secesh “soger ” com- 
panies in the country round. Yesterday was a 
gala day for the secession rascals of the place, for 
l hey cought a d — -d Lincoln soldier there, and 
mobbed him. 

Mr. J. V, McCagg, one of Bursdall’s Cavalry, 
recently returned from active service in Virginia, 
had occasion io visit some friends in the neigh- 
borhood of Florence, Ky., yesterday, when be 
was insulted by a crowd of loafers because he had 
been in the service of h is country. Mr. McC., 
seeing how fruitless any attempt of his to reason 
the matter, pocketed the insult as best he could 
and left the place, but he had not proceeded far 
when he was overtaken by three ruffians in bug- 
gies, and one on horseback, all of whom lired 
their revolvers at him. The superior speed of 
his horse, however, hade fair to leave the rascals 
behind, but one of them took a short cut and 
headed Mr. McC., and tired back at him. The 
others soon closed upon him, and he was com- 
pelled, with a revolver at his head, to drive hack 
to Florence. Here the party was met by a howl- 
ing secession mob, who swore to hang Mr. 
McC., right or wrong. Twenty revolvers were 
leveled at his head in a trice, and the air was tur- 
g »! with fiendish imprecations upon the head of 
G — d d— d Lincoln Abolition soger.” Seven 
shots in all were tired at Mr. McC., who, despair- 
ing of his life, only begged to be shot decently. 
By this time, some friends or acquaintances of the 
gentleman arrived, among whom was a lady, who 
interfered at considerable personal risk and saved 
him from further violence. He was reeju red, 
however, to take an oath of allegiance to the 
.State of Kentucky, and the lady in question was 
also required to take an oath that her friend was 
there only to visit her, and that she would ac- 
company him to Cincinnati, which she did. 

During the progress of Mr. McC.'s tortures he 
i was told of everything be had done during the 
J day* showing distinctly that his foot-steps had 
been dogged, and he was assured that just such 
treatment was in store for every “G— d d — d 
Lincoln Abolition soger” that would come that 
way.

Missouri.— President Davis baa approved an 
•ct to aid the State of Missouri in repelling inva- 
sion. The act also authorizes her admission into 
the Confederacy. Tbe following is the preamble 
and resolution: 

Whereas. The State of Missouri having been 
nreven tod hy unconstitutional interference of the 
Federal Government from oxpressing their will 
in regard to their union with the Southern Con 
federacy, and that the Missourians now being en 
gaged in repelling lawless invasion from their 
territory by armed forces, the Confederate Gov- 
ern men t consider.' i* their right and duty to aid 
the government and people of Missouri in resist- 
ing invasion and in securing them an opportuni- 
ty to express their will upon all questions affect- 
ing their right.*; therefore 

Resolved, That the President is authorize! to 
cooperate, through the military power of this 
Government, with the authorities of Missouri in 
defending th«ir State against lawless invasion hy 
j the United States, and maintaining their liberty 
I and independence, with power to accept the ser- 
I vices of t roops sufficient to suit the purpose. 

l’he act also provides for the admission of Mis- 
1 souri into the Confederacy, upon an equal footing 
with the other States, when the provisional con 
stitution will be ratified by the Legislature and 
1 Ibe constituted authorities' of Missouri, and an 
aotbentic copy communicated to the President. 

The President is then directed by proclamation 
to announce the admission of Missouri into the 
Confederacy. 

The Secession Outrage at Anderson’s 
Ferry*. — The Cincinnati Gazetto says there can 
| l»e no two ways about the outrage upon the Union 
j citizens of Anderson s Ferry on Sunday last. It 
| was evidently concocted and carried out for the 
J purpo e of striking terror to the hearts of the 
few Union people there, and like every other 
means nsed by secessionists, they were perfectly 
regardless of their character. On Monday night 
. siiiany families (led to the Ohio side of tho river 
Sir protection, afraid remain upon the Ken- 
tucky side after the threats made by secessionists 
again? t their lives. The people who live at An- 
derson's Ferry are mostly composed of poor set- 
tlers who gain a precarious livelihood hy catching 
driftwood in the river and drying and selling it 
far fuel, but they are men of liberal political 
opinions, and this has been the “heed and front of 
their offending.” The Gazatte soys that assist- 
ance has been tendered these people hy the mili- 
tary organizations. 

<3TAmong the most recent arrivals in New Or- 
leans is Lewis D. Prescott, Eeq. t of St. LaDdry, 
who lately returned from Paris, bearing des- 
patches to the Confederate Government from Judge 
Host, one of the commissioners of the Confeder- 
ate States in Europe. The Picayune says he 
brings encouraging accounts of the feeling exist- 
ing. both in England and France, toward the 
Confederacy. 

Discharged —A special despatch from Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, informs ns that the court martial 
in tbe case of Lieutenant Strattan and his men 
met there on Tuesday, Colonel Welker of the 
Governor’s staff presiding. No witnesses or spe- 
cifications of charges having been sent from 
Virginia, the accused were discharge !. Stratton 
and his companions were charged with misde- 
meanors while in the service in Virginia.

Tiik Blanket Demand. — The Governor of 
Louisiana, it will be seen, calls on planters, mer- 
chants, and housekeepers, to contribute blankets 
for the use of tbe sick soldiers at the seat of war, 
it being impossible to procure them by purchase. 
The following is the Governor's appeal: 

It will be impossible for the Confederate or 
State Governments to purchase blankets for the 
use of our sick and wounded soldiers. They are 
not to be had, the supply being now nearly ex- 
hausted. 

1 therefore call on heads of families and all 
other persons, and especially on the planters of 
Louisiana, to contribute one cr more pair of 
blankets to this good purpose. Every family, 
nearly— -certainly every planter — can spare from 
one to half a dozen pair of their abundant sup- 
ply. They should be sent to some central point 
i) each parish, and pressod in a bale at some cot- 
ton press, and be marked with the number it con- 
tains, and directed to A. B. James, my agent, 
New < Means. 

It ie hoped the steamboats will bring them down 
free of charge, but if not, freight must be paid by 
those sh'pping them. 

Closing ok the St. Louis Saloons. — Tbe 
f ollowing is the order of Provost Marshal Mc- 
Kinstry, of St. Louis, dated the 26th, ordering 
.he drinking saloons of the city to be closet!: 

The disturbance *f the public peace to-dav, 
laving been traced by this Department to tfie 
unauthorized and improper sale of liquors to sol- 
liern by irresponsible and ill-disposed persons, it 
s hereby ordered, that from and after this date, 
inti! further orders, all saloons and bar-room*!, 
ind other places kept ftr the retailing of spirit- 
uous and intoxicating liquors in tbe city and 
county of St. Louis, except the saloons connected 
with the principal hotels, and such others as may 
after due investigation, receive special permis- 
sion to open, be and remain closed; and the sale, 
exchange, or giving away of any intoxicating 
liquors or beverages, at retail, except as herein- 
before excepted, is hereby expressly forbidden. 
Anv violation or evasion of this order will be 
visited by severe punishment.

A Plain Statement of the Pay, Rations, 
Clothing, and Bounties Given by Law to 
Volunteers. — As irquiries are incessantly made 
about the actual provisions of law. as modified by 
the present Congress prescribing the pay, etc., 
cf our volunteer army, we have prepared the fol- 
lowing statement from official sources. The 
actual bounty given is one hundred dollars to all 
volunteers alike: 

Monthly pay of privates in the army and 

volunteer service . . $13 

Clothing of same, two full suits, or commuted at 
$3 50 per month. 

RATIONS — DAILY. 

33^ pounds of pork or bacon, or Impound of fresh 
or salt beef; 

22 ounces of bread or ffjur or one pound of pilot 
bread; 

RATIONS TO 100 MEN DAILY. 

8 quarts of beans, 10 pounds of rice or hominy, 
besides one p »und of potatoes three times a 
week to each man or a substitute therefor. 

10 pounds of coffee. 

15 pounds of sugar. 

1 quarts of vinegar. 

pounds of adamantine c.tivlles. 

1 pounds of soap, and 

2 quarts of salt. 

Kxtra issues of molasses are occasional!}* made. 
Itations may be commuted at !<• cents per day 
when stationed in cities or where there is no Op- 
portunity of messiog, or when in regular camp 
at the cost of the rati >ns. 

Bounties . — One hundred dollars is paid to every 
volunteer who shall have served two years, or 
who shall have served during the war, if sooner 
ended . 

The widow or other heirs of such as die in the 
service, or are killed, receive $100, in addition to 
all arrears of pay and allowances. 

To settle controversy, the acts and sections of 
acts of Congress providing the al»ove are given 
below. They are taken from the officially pub 
fished book containing tho laws of the late ses- 
sion of Congres: : 

AN ACT to increase the pay of the privates in 
the regular army and of the volunteers in the 
service of the United .Stales, and for other pur- 
poses. 

Sec. 1 . Be it enacted Ay the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the L ulled States oj America in 
Congress assembled. That the pay of tbe privates 
in the regular army and volunteers in the service 
of the United Slates be thirteen dollars per month 
for three years from and after the passage of this 
act, and until otherwise fixed by law. 

Approved, August li, 18til. 

Extracts from “An act to authorize the em- 
ployment of Volunteers,” &c. Approved July 
2Jd, 1861. 

Sec. 5. And be it further ewictol, That the 
officers, non commissioned officers, and privates, 
organized as above set forth, shall, in all respects, 
be placet! on the footing, as to pay and allow- 
ances, of similar corps of tbe regular army: 
Prodded. That the allowances of non-commis- 
sioned officers and privates for clothing, when not 
furnished in kind, shall lie thr*e dollars and fifty 
cents per month, and that each company officer, 
non -comm i sioned officer, private, musician, and 
artificer of cavalry shall furnish his own horse 
and horse equipments, and shall receive f. rty 
cents a day for their me and rrik, except that in 
case the bf rse shall have become disabled, or 
shall die, the allowance shall cease until the dis- 
ability be removed or another horse be supplied. 
Every volunteer non commissioned officer, pri- 
vate, musician, and artificer who enters the ser- 
vice of the United States under this act. shall be 
paid at the rote of fifty cents in lieu of subsist- 
ence, and if a cavalry volunteer, twenty-live 
cents additional in lieu of forage, for every 
twenty miles of travel from his place of enrof- 
ment to the place of muster, the distance to be 
measured by the shortest usually travelled route; 
and when honorably discharged, an allowance at 
the same rate from tho place of his discharge to 
his place of enrolment, and, in addition thereto, 
if be ^hall have solved for a period of two years, 
or during the war, if sooner ended, the turn of 
one hundred dollars. 

Sec. ti. And be U further enacted , That an 
volunteer who may be leceived into the service of 
the Uuited Slates under this act, and who may l>e 
wounded o*r otherwise disabled in the servico, 
shall be entitled to the bbnefits which have been 
or may be conferred on persons disabled in the 
regular service; acd tbe widow, if there be one, 
and if no*, the legal heirs of such as die or may 
be killed in service, In addition to all arrears of 
pay and allowances, shall receive the sum of one 
hundred dollars. 

Sec. 12. And be it further enacted. That the 
Secretary of War be. and he is hereby author- 
ized and directed to introduce among the volun- 
teer forcea in tbe service of the United States 
the system of allotment tickets now used in the 
navy, or some equivalent system, bj* which the 
family of the volunteer may draw such portion of 
his pay as he may request. * 

Approved, July 22, 1861. 

Extract from “An act providing for the better 
organization of the military Establishment.” 
Approvtd August 3, 1861. 

Sec. 13. And be it furtht'r enacted. That the 
army ration shall be increased as follows, viz: 
twenty-two ounces of bread or Hour, or one pound 
of hard bread, instead of the present issue; fresh 
beef shall be issued as often as tbe commanding 
officer of any detachment or regiment shall re- 
quire it, when practicable, in place of salt meat; 
t*eaus and rice or hominy shall be issued in the 
same ration in the proportions now provided hy 
the regulations, and one ponnd of potatoes per 
man shall be issued at least three times a week, 
if practicable; and when these articles cannot be 
issued in these proportion?, an equivalent in value 
shall be issued in forae other proper food; and a 
ration of tea may be substituted for a ration of 
coffee upon the requsition of the proper officer: 
Provided, That afUr the present in-oirrect ion shall 
cease, the ration shall be as provided by Dw and 
regulations on the first day of July, eighteen 
hundred and six' \ -one.

The tenets of Calhoun and the State Rights 
school, now hearing the pestilent fruit of armed 
rebellion, never obtained credit and acceptance 
among the people of this good old Commonwealth. 
This is an old Whig State, amt its undercurrent 
of sentiment is governed at this hour by the pa- 
triotic teachings of Cl y and Webster, whose 
hold on the popular heart and mind has been con- 
firmed by their own Gaston, Macon, Badger, and 
Graham. 

Since the death of Gov. lull i a a great reaction 
has taken pi ice against the pitiablo snd corrupt 
conspiracy of the Davisites. Acting Gov. Clark, 
late Speaker of the Senate, is a Union man at 
heart, as are Gov. Letcher of Virginia and Gov. 
Biown of Georgia. A vigorous prosecution of 
the war is the du*y of the Government, not onlv 
for the restoration of iti authority, but in behalf 
of its outraged citizens who demand protection, 
and who are willing, with reasonable as-istance, 
themselves to strike tbe blow that shall deliver 
them. 

At the Congressional election held last Thurs- 
day, the 1st inst., in accordance with the statute 
fixing the tiist Thursday of August as the div 
(the same as in Tennessee), four member*, and 
perhaps other?, were elected, several of them 
receiving a very large and flittering vote. .Some 
of those known to be elected are gentlemen of 
ace ami experience, who have alreadr seen ser- 
vice in the councils of ihe nation. For them a 
seat in Congress has no new honors or personal 
inducement^: its acceptance involves, on the con- 
tra*y, a patriotic sacrifice. 

The country need not be surprised if, when the 
roll is called in the House of Representatives 
next December, Georgia, Texas, Alabama, and it 
inay be a majority of those known as “revolted 
States,” should respond in the persons of tried 
and loyal Representatives. In the States named, 
tbe Union League is even now established and 
increasing. The Empire State of the South, 
however,, according to present signs, will be out 
of the “C. S. A.” without their aid. by a seces- 
sion from secession, and that before many 
months. 

An entire brigade of loyal men has l»een en- 
rolled in this State, who only require arms and 
equipments to render them effective soldiers. The 
tender of a regiment of loyal North Carolinians, 
alluded to, I believe, in a previous letter, will 
soon be made to the Government by Col Foster, 
who, although a Breckinridge Democratic leader 
in the State last year, and thoroughly identified 
with bis adopted home in interest and affecrion, 
wa?, nevertheless, a nong tbe first to see that this 
rebellion is not, in anv sense, tbe Southern cause, 
and who has devoted himself untiringlv, and wi*h 
a patriotism steadfast in the face of all perils, to 
tho j >int service of N>rth Carolina and the 
Uoi 'D. This regiment id de-irous of being mus- 
tered into the service of the United States.

Secession lives upon excitement and confu- 
sion. It could not exist without them. 
Through sensation papers secessionists start 
myriad rumors, and scatter them broadcast 
over the land. Secession has been sustained 
upon the idea that a lie will run faster 
than the truth. Hence secession fills the air 
with rumors and endeavors to keep the public 
mind constantly inflamed and excited. Scces- 
ion leaders are like the boys of large cities 
who make a business of firing houses just to 
see the “machine run” and io get up on ex- 
citement. 

The Courier intends still further to inflame 
the public mind until it brings about civil war 
in Kentucky. Let it remember that the pro- 
jectors of revolutions arc ordinarily its first 
victims. 



cyThc new phase of the secession move- 
ment is a loud call for peace, and it comes 
from the most persistent and ultra enemies of 
the Union. They not only refuse to support 
the Government, but actually throw all kinds 
of impediments in the way of its administra- 
tion. The first duty of every citizen is alle- 
giance and loyalty, and they should be paid 
freely; lukewarm, a flection is the most flimsy 
disguise ot treason, and those who prostitute 
the freedom of the press and of speech for 
the purpose of aiding and comforting rebels 
in arms are the most dangerous enemies to 
the country. There may be an honest dissent 
from the policy ol the administration, but no 
hesitation can be }*erraittcd in yielding to it a 
cordial support in the war it is waging for the 
preservation of the Constitution. Those per- 
sons and presses which, for months past, have 
proclaimed that Jeff Davis intends to march 
upon Washington City with his Confederate 
army, and take possession of the capital, ar- 
chives, and public treasures of the United States, 
are festering with treason as rankly as those 
who have left their homes to join that array. 
The very menace of Washington i* shame- 
ful disloyalty, for it does not disguise the 
intention, if possible, to usurp the Govern- 
ment, depose the President elected under 
the forms of our Constitution, and assume 
the Presidency at the point of the bayonet. 
It contains the elements of the most dangerous 
evils, for it enables the enemies of the country 
to misrepresent the precautions taken to guard 
Washington as efforts to coerce and subjugate 
the South. We all know that if Gen. Scott 
had not strengthened the position of the Gov- 
ernment by his wise precaution in garrisoning 
the Capital it would before. this have been in 
the hands of the Confederates. The Rich- 
mond Enquirer called openly npon the minute 
men of Virginia and Maryland to lend aid to 
Davis and join him in inarching upon 
the Capital. There was no middle ground 
presented between loyalty and treason, every 
one had to choose a position, either to 
protect the capital of the United States from 
violence or to join the insurgents in their at 
tack upon it. The game of pacification and 
the web of complication were played and spun 
by adepts, and yet there really seemed to be 
something inexplicable in the way they have 
duped the people who have been in reality 
hesitating whether they should assist the rebels 
or defend the Federal Government. Indeed 
they were hardly allowed a choice between 
Lincoln and Davis; the Southern mind has 
been artfully instructed to believe that loyalty 
to Lincoln’s administration was base submission 
to abolitionism, while our generous, impulsive, 
and chivalric young men have been taught to re- 
gard Davis as ademi-god, and the exemplar of 
all that is noble in nalnrc and worthy of imita- 
tion. The public mind has thus been diverted 
from the only real issue before the country, which 
h, do we owe allegiance to the United Suites or 
to the Southern Confederacy? If the stars 
and stripes arc not to wave over the national 
capitol at Washington, we must submit to see 
the rattlesnake flag floating from its dome. 
There is no half way goldeo mean: we must 
cither aid the Uuited States to maintain its 
property and power, or we must join its as- 
sailants. We can see no ultimate escape from 
a direct choice between these two j»ositions. 

Nothing can bo more forcible than the Bihlo 
truth that those who are not for the country 
must be against it. A loyal American citizen 
can have no sympathies with the revolutionary 
and oligarchical government at Richmond; 
every manly instinct must repel association 
with it, as inaugurated through the most dis- 
roputalde agencies. The Southern Confed- 
eracy is not our Confederacy; we have a coun- 
try, a flag, and a Union of our own, and we 
will live, by God’s blessing, in the future, as 
we have lived in the past, proud of the honor- 
ed privilege of calling ourselves American citi- 
zens. Those who ask for peace, mean dis- 
graceful submission to treason, and it is sad to 
think that so many are now advocating it. 
There can he no compromise upon the question 
of secession, for if it is admitted our Govern- 
ment is as “unstable as water,” and those who 
propose it are public enemies. The emphatic 
illustration of the Hon. Joseph Holt, that it is 
in vain to toil at the pumps while men are 
kept on board boring holes in the bottom of 
the ship, has wonderful significance. The 
Courier labors assiduously with its secession 
auger, an .1 the peace gatherings at Concert 
Hall have the effect to open large scams in the 
vessel of State. It canuot outlive such anion, 
but must founder. As our course of duty is 
dear, our purposes should be well defined. 
The Union must be preserved at any sacrifice, 
and open enemies are not so much to be dread- 
ed as its factious friends or pretended friends.

Roger W. Hanson. — This man has issued 
pamphlet in reply to the letter wc pub- 
lished from Georgetown in regard to his late 
speech thero and our comments thereon. All 
through his pamphlet he denounces the senior 
editor of this paper by name as the writer of 
the late articles in the Journal in relation to 
himself, and hence wc were not a little sur- 
prised and- amused, twenty-four hours after 
reading his pamphlet, at being approached by 
gentleman calling upon us at his request to 
learn who the writer was! To denounce a man 
publicly and by name as having done a thing 
and then send a gentleman to him to inquire 
respectfully who on earth di l it strikes us as a 
curious mode of proceeding. But it isn’t to 
be wondered at that Roger often puts his cart 
before his horse, for his cart is about as much 
horse as cart, and his horse about as much 
art as horse. It makes littlo difference what 
part of his team or of himself is ahead. Wo 
have heard that a little girl, entering a tuena- 
gorie with her mother, came, at almost the 
first step, uj*on Roger stooping to tic his shoe. 
“Why, mother,” she exclaimed, “the ele- 
phant is certainly a very great beast, but I 
can’t mako head or tail of him.” Tho rest of 
the world has always been quite as much per- 
plexed as the poor little girl. 

The big- bellied pamphleteer denies the 
statements in our Georgetown letter, first that 
he said in his speech that the troops in the 
Garrard camp, unless disbanded within thirty 
days, would he dispersed at tho point of the 
bayonet, and, secondly, that he said he had 
heard Gov. Harris declare, that, if the camp 
should not be disbanded, Kentucky would 
have to meet 60,000 Tenucsseeans in battle 
array. Roger, according to his own account, 
almost said theso things, but didn’t quite 
say them. Perhaps he was trying to see 
how near he could come to saying them 
and miss — just as some adventurous fellows 
try how near they can steer their boats to the 
penitentiary without striking. But we guess 
Roger said what our correspondent says he 
said. TiB a question of veracity between the 
two, and we must believe the correspondent . 
We don’t know much about hnn, to bo 6ure, 
but we know a good deal about Roger, and 
the presumption is decidedly in favor of any 
unknown person's assertion as against Roger’s, 
the latter never rising even to tho dignity of 
circumstantial evidence. Roger says that ho 
and wc have been upon the most intimate 
ter ms. Ah he must he awfully mad at us to 
tell that. Bowels he undoubtedly has. hut 
they arc not bowels of compassion. We didn’t 
think a fat man could have such infernal 
malice in him. lie has done his worst, how- 
ever, and we can now defy him. 

We shall not argue the question of Ken- 
tucky neutrality with Roger Hanson, for wc 
have occasion to argue it almost every day 
with abler men. His mind, like his body, is 
chiefly a mass of adipose matter, and, when it 
takes fire, it sputters like an ill-made tallow- 
candle. lie feels outraged at being called a 
traitor, and all the more no doubt because be 
knows he is one. At the very time when he 
was making violent Union speeches and 
when credulous Union men thought him 
a Union man, the disuoionista knew him 
to be ready for a disunion bid in consequence 
of the defeat of his obtrusive aspirations for 
Congress, and one of them secured him by 
furnishing a horse to take him on a pil- 
grimage to Richmond. When ho took 
that horse and started off to *ce Jeff Da- 
vis & Co , he was just as much Jefl Davis 
ic Co.’s as he Is now. It is said that every 
man has his price, and Roger's was a horse — 
horses being rather cheap at that time. He 
sold himself tor the horse, and the bargain 
showed him a skilful jockey. lie pleads that 
the gelding was of very little account, but no 
matter, he made a capital trade even if the 
creature was spavined, ring-boned, wind-gall- 
ed, and had the heaves and bots. Very likely 
the horse was a very decent animal when he 
began his journey, but what mortal horse could 
have been worth more than the value of his 
hide after ambling a day under half a ton of 
lard oil! If one of the parties to the trade 
abu et the quadruped he got, we should like 
to hear what the other has to say about the 
biped lie got. Our rule is always to hear both 
sides. 

But Roger Hanson is fairly in the secession 
camp, and the secessionists may well be 
startled, for we doubt whether so big a bomb 
ever fell in their camp before except in the 
single instance of Humphrey Marshall. Whon 
a bomb falls where it might do mischief, the 
safest course is to kick it out as quick as pos- 
sible, but the secession people can do as they 
like. Roger says that we have repeatedly praised 
him. Oh yes, but our charity was thrown away 
upon him; we were never able to make anything 
of him.

The only 
way in which he can make amends for the past 
is to thrust himself as a candidate upon his new 
party And so get it as miserably beaten as he 
did his old one. 

Roger suggests a settlement of the difference 
between us and him. We don’t want it set- 
tled. God and all the good angels forbid that 
the time ever come when there shall not be a 
great and essential difference between us and 
the apostate candle-mine. His proposition is 
that be and wc “meet somewhere outside of 
Louisville and fight it out, quarrel it out, or 
drink it out.” It is evident from what he adds, 
that ho would insist on the latter mode. Like 
many other duellists, he seeks an advantage, 
giving the challenge, and yet, contrary to all 
the rules, claiming his own peculiar weapons — 
those in which he has practiced all his life. 
We do assert that it is cowardly in Roger 
Hanson to expect us to meet him upon the 
field of honor with demijohns and tumblers 
for arms. It is as if a barber should insist on 
fighting with razors or a tailor with shears or 
a blacksmith with hammers or a stable-boy 
with dung-forks. 

We will close by sincerely wishing our old 
friend Roger length of years equal to his 
length of ears, but we hardly know why we 
should, for he can never be of any value in life 
and will be fully equal to an ox-tcam-load of 
manure when he is dead. 



The War Tax— An Important Consid- 
■ration— What Ought Kentuckians to 
do?— For the last few weeks the secession or- 
gans of Kentucky have bocn endeavoring to 
stir up in the minds of tho people of tho State 
spirit of resistance to the direct tax laid by 
the Federal Government for the carrying on 
of the war. Every secession organ has en- 
deavored to alarm our people by the amount of 
the tax, assuring them that they could not 
hoj»e to pay it even if they would. To escape 
that tax, they arc advised to secede as soon as 
possible into the Southern Confederacy and to 
cast their lot forever with her. 

To obviate the pestilent influences of these 
secession organs, wc have repeatedly suggested 
a fact, which must be palpable to every mind 
inhabited by common scii9e, that the war taxes 
upon individuals in tho Confederate States, to 
which Kentucky is advised to secede, must be 
many times as great as in the United States, 
to which Kentucky now belongs. This is not 
a matter that admits of question. If any of 
our fellow- citizens are frightened at the thought 
of United States taxes, we a»k their attention 
for a moment to the following which was pub- 
lished yesterday in our despatches, and which 
wo now take from the Nashville Union and 
American, one of the Southern Confederacy’s 
oflicial organs: 

Richmond, August 19. 

Issue of Treasury Notes — War Tax —The 
President to-day approved the act authorizing 
the risue of Treasury notes, and providing a war 
tax for their redemption. The Secretary of the 
Treasury, under specified conditions, is authorized 
to issue not exceeding ON K HUNDRED MIL- 
LION DOLLARS OF TREASURY NOTES 
THE ACT PROVIDES FOR A TAX OF FIFl’Y 
CENTS ON EVERY HUNDRED DOLLARS 
OF REAL ESTATE. SLAVES, MERCHAN- 
DISE BANK ANDOTHER STOCKS, MOSEY 
AT INTEREST, excepting bonds of the Confed 
erate States. Also, tuxes at the same rate, cash 
on hand, cattle, gold watches, gold and silver 
plate, pianos, pleasure rarriages, &c., &c. Any 
family whose property ia less than five hundred 
dollars is exempt from taxation. Colleges, 
schools, and charitable institutions are also ex 
empt. The act passed unanimously. 

Kentucky’s proportion of the cost of tho 
war in the United States, as the Frankfort 
Commonwealth says, has been assessed at 
$800,000 only — two hundred thousand le. 
than a million. What would Kentucky’s 
proportion be of the ONE HUNDRED MIL 
LION tax? NOT A CENT LESS THAN 
TWELVE MILLIONS OF DOLLARS. 

Now the tax-payers of Kentucky will please 
notice that the very men who pretend to be in 
favor of saving you from paying taxes are tit 
very men who are in favor of taking you into 
the Southern Confederacy, where your taxes 
will be MORE THAN TWENTY TIMES 
GREATER THAN THEY ARE IN THE 
UNION. 

Again, in the Union slaves and merchandise 
are not taxed at all, while in the Southern 
Confederacy every species of property is sub 
jeet to the most enormous taxation; and, what 
is more, subject to this enormous taxation 
every few months. In fact there is no end to 
taxation in the bogus Confederacy. 

Tax payers of Kentucky! pause and reflect 
upon this thing. Satisfy yourselves. Do not 
be deluded by the agents and hirelings of the 
rebellious States. They seek to make stepping 
atones of your property to carry out their vil 
lainous plans of self aggrandizement. Again 
we say beware! 

If secession were to prevail, every Ken 
turkian’s lax, as now levied by the U. S. Gov 
eminent, would be multiplied, and, as our 
State would then be the horrid theatre of 
war instead of the happy abode of peace, the 
means of paying even the smallest amount of 
taxes would be annihilated utterly. 

When will the secession organs open their 
cavernous mouths again about the war-taxes?

fSR* We are afraid that a great many State 
arms arc given out to those who ought not to 
have them. The law of the last Legislature 
was intended to prevent the arms of the State 
from going into the hands of any persons not 
loyal to the United States, but certainly the 
intention of the law is not (infrequently de- 
feated. For instance there arc two compa- 
nies of the Home Guard in Haweeville, one of 
them commanded by Capt. Jennings and the 
other by Capt. 11 awes. Both companies hav< 
received State arms, and yet the captains of 
both and neatly the whole of the inferior ofli 
cers and privates are ardent secessionists. 
Now if secessionists can conscientiously take 
the oath prescribed by the law, designing all 
the while to carry out their secession views 
some new form of oath ought by all means to 
he got up, worded with especial reference to 
the extraordinary peculiarities of secession 
consciences. 

We call upon the Military Board to use all 
the discretion confided to them by Uw to pre- 
vent the pacing of the State arms into the 
hands of the enemies of the Union, and, if 
the discretion they arc permitted to exercise 
insufficient for the accomplishment of the 
purpose, let it by all tueutis be extended as 
soon as a loyal Legislature can extend 
The matter is important and should receive 
prompt attention. 

Roger W. Hanson returned from his 
Richmond pilgrimage a pretended Union man 
11c earnestly disclaimed all sympathy with the 
secessionists.

He thinks, that, by driving out 
Col. Anderson and dispersing the three or four 
thousand troops at Camp Dick R ibinson at the 
point of the bayonc*, and overthrowing the 
custom-house laws of the United States, the 
peace of Kentucky can be established upon 
broad and deep foundation.

Gen. Siegel. — We feel that a paragraph in 
Tuesday’s Journal in reference to this gentle 
man may apj»ear ungenerous, though we cer- 
tainly did not intend that it should be so. 
is true that in two instances he has led retreats 
but they were executed with masterly skill in 
the face of very great disparity of the enemy 's 
numbers, and evinced generalship of the high- 
est order.

THOSE THREE SWORDS OF ANDREW JACKSON 
-WHERE ARE THEY? 

QUESTION PUT TO TENNESSEE BY A “JACKSON.

Frankfort, Ky., August 28. 
Gentlemen: I am no alarmist, far from it, but 
I feel it my imperative duty to my country, my 
family, myself, and friend , to sound the alarm of 
dinger whenever I believe it is necessary and 
proper. 

You may rest assured that there is to be a pre- 
concerted move on the part of the State Guard 
upon the Capitol and arsenal of the State in a 
few days now. The secossionists are sending 
throughout the State secret omi9aries to effect 
this object. The attack may not he made until 
after the grand carousel in Owen county on the 
th of SeptemW next. But that it will be made, 

1 have not the least doubt. 

The plan is, to bring a large force of the State 
Guard here on some given night, which will be 
known to the K. G. C.’s, and a large body of 
secessionists that will have assembled here and at 
points near this city, to co-operate with the seces- 
sionists of the State Guard, attack and take the 
State Arsenal, together with the cannon, arms, 
ammunition, &c., tear up the railroads, and cut the 
telegraph wires, and then to intimidate the Leg- 
islature and force them to some act before assist- 
ance can be procured. This plan is deep-laid and 
well-known by tho leaders in Tennessee and else- 
where, and they are to co-operate in the move in 
divers ways. 

As I said before. I am no alarmist, but this 
matter needs to be attended to, and that promptly 
and efficiently. 

The New State of Kanawha— Its Popu- 
lation ani> Resources — The Convention of 
delegates from the loyal counties of Western 
Virginia, sitting at Wheeling, pissed an ordi- 
nance establishing a new State, composed of 
thirty- nine counties of Virginia, lying west of 
the main chain of the Allegheny mountains, the 
extreme southern point being about in the lati- 
tude of 37 deg. 20 min. It seems to have been 
considered prudent not to include any counties 
in the new State, except those where the Union 
feeling is unmistakably predominant. But cer- 
tain adjoining counties may bo annexed, if their 
people vote to do so. The counties included in 
the boundaries of the new State — whose name, 
by the way, is to ho Kanawha — had a population, 
according to the census of 1860, of 281,780. It 
may be interesting to have them named, with 
their respective populations, and we have, there- 
fore, prepared the following list:

Arrest of a Reukl in Philadelphia.— On 
Sunday night about ten o'clock the detective po- 
lice arrested at the Pennsylvania Railroad Depot 
a young man named William S. Johnston, a 
nephew of Lieut. Johnston of the rebel army, and 
a grandson of Mr. Henry D. Gilpin, of Philadel- 
phia. He holds a commission in tho rebel army. 
He has been in Philadelphia for about three 
weeks, and was about to leave for this city, hav- 
ing purchased his tickets. On searching his trunk 
and person a large number of papers were found, 
including a map of the seat of war ia' Vireinii, 
and a large lot of letters directed to parties living 
in the South, but not bearing any postoffice ad- 
dress. Johnston is a young man of pleasing ap- 
pearance, and was accompanied by two or three 
of his friends, citizens of Philadelphia. He was 
sent down to Moyamensing for safe keeping. 

Gen. Bouert Anderson. — It appears after 
all that Gen. Anderson has not been in Cincin- 
nati since his recent visit to Washington. The 
Pittsburg Chronicle of Monday says that he has 
returned toCresson and would pass through Pitts- 
burg on Wednesday, en route for Kentucky, 
where be goes to assume the active duties of his 
profession. The General is yet in very poor 
health, but bis anxiety for the Union is so deep, 
and his desire to lend his aid towards its defence 
so strong, that be could remain quiet no longer, 
and he goes now fo his native State to give the 
government the benefit . of his services there. 
During his stay at Cres.-on he has made many 
warm friends — his sweetness of, temper and mild 
and unassuming manners, endearing him with all 
with whom he came in contact. His family will 
remain at Cresson. 

Seizure of Goods Bound for Paducah. 
The steamer Kmma Duncan, from Cincinnati to 
St. Louis, landed at Evansville on Monday morn- 
ing, and the Surveyor having examined her bills 
of lading, found that a large proportion of her 
cargo was destined for Paducah. The Captain of 
the Duncan was instructed to put ashore all 
freight intended for Paducah, which was done. 
The Evansville Journal says the freight includes 
fifty bags of coffee, twenty casks of bacon, twenty 
barrels whisky, with a large lot of soda, candles, 
soap, salt, pork, &c. These articles have all been 
stored by the Surveyor at Evansville, and will be 
held until >ome arrangements are made about the 
return of the steamer Samuel Orr and her cargo.

i 1861 was 

1,591,199, including 495,826 slaves, leaving a 
white population of 1,097,373. Not more than 
eight or ten thousand of the slaves were in the 
counties now included in the State of Kanawha, 
s> that in losing this population of 281,786, Vir- 
ginia loses about one- fourth of her white inhabit- 
ants. As there are a number of other counties 
that will be sure to come into the new State if 
the Federal Government affords their people suffi- 
cient protection, the loss will soon be still greater. 
Moreover, the territory of Kanawha, including 
the fine valley of the river of that, name, and the 
fertile region along the Ohio, ii as fine as any in 
the State; and in the decade between 1850 and 
1860, population increased there more rap'dly 
than in any other part of Virginia. 

Monster Mortars Ordered. — The Fort Pitt 
Works, at Pittsburg, have received an order fur 
the immediate manufacture of thirty thirteen- 
iuch shells. These monsters, when finished, will 
measure forty-three inches exterior diameter and 
fifty-four inches extreme length. The bore will 
be nearly throe feet long and thirteen inchos in 
diameter, and the metal fifteen inches thick in 
the cylindrical portion and nineteen or twenty at 
the base. They will he supported on immense 
cast-iron basos by trunions three and a half inches 
long and fifteen inches in diameter. They will 
weigh each eight and a haif tons — 17,000 pounds 
—and will throw a shell weighing about two hun- 
dred and twenty pounds. 



Direct Trade. — The Montreal Gazette says 
that the schooner Gold Hunter, Capt. Curtis, 
reached that port a few days since with a cargo 
of 16,000 bushels of wheat from Milwaukee, en 
route to Liverpool, on special charter by a Liver 
pool firm, who have dispatched several vessels 
this season from the upper lakes to English ports 
direct. 

Good Steed.— Russell, of the London Times, 
who left the battle-field of Bull Run, July 21st, 
certainly as late as five o'clock P. M. f according 
to bis account of the incidents, reached Wasbipg- 
ton at eleven o’clock P. M. on the back of 
horse who had been over the same ground in the 
morning, and by a road obstructed by a retreat- 
ing army. 

The King ok Greece to Visit England. 
O' ho, King of Greece, i9 about to visit England 
Hi) queen, who during hi) absence reigns in bis 
stead, is said to be a woman of spirit and en 
dowed with rare energy of character. 



Affairs at Paducah.— T he steamer John 
Gault airived here yesterday from Paducah, 
where she reshipped her Cairo frei^ ht on the Tom 
Scott. Her officers report that the citizens of Pa- 
ducah had sent to Union City for a cannon, and 
expected a battery there Sunday night. One of 
the gun-boats escorted the steamer Belle Creole 
by Paducah last Friday. We presume the gun- 
boats will cruise in the vicinity of Ptducab and 
protect passing boats. In the meantime the 
blockade of Paducah and the Tennessee river is 

complete. 

Dan Rick’s Rhinoceros. — A despatch from 
La Cmsse, dated the 26th, states that Dan Rice's 
rhinoceros has been discovered in the river, five 
miles below La Crosse. His headquarters are in 
a deep slough with a muddy bottom. On the 25th 
he was seen in a corn-field, and broke the ribs of 
a man named Eggleton who got in his way while 
making for the river. A party has gone down 
with ropes to capture the monster. 

Steel plated Vessels for the United 
States — It is stated that two new steamer* are 
being built in England for the United States Gov- 
ernment, which are to be plated with steel of foe 
inches thickness, rendering these vessels shot and 
bomb-proof, and protecting the boilers. 



State of A h airs at Richmond. — We clip 
the following extracts from the letters of a cor- 
respondent of the Charleston Mercury. II 
writes from Richmond, which he says is "packed 
to suffocation by an innumerable crowd of idlers, 
y uid wines , public officials, aDd soldiers, for the 
most part red capped, red faced, pussy, panting, 
and perspiring; with ice at twelve cents per 
pound, and little of that to be had for love or 
money; where every gate i3 thre nged with suit- 
ors, eager for papers to go from this or permits to 
visit that camp where your nose and mouth is 
crammed with impalpable dust, and your ears 
stunned with the multeiings, grumblings, and 
curses of discontent or disappointment." He 
gives the following gloomy account of the condi 
tion of the Commissariat, and the consequent 
sufferings of the soldierf: 

There is universal complaint made of the want 
of efficiency in the Commissariat Department. 
It was felt severely ard imimdiately after the 
battle of Manassas. Our br«ve troops, particu- 
larly the sick and wounded, suffered greatly. 
Some of the troops were without provisions from 
Sunday breakfast until Tuesday after the battle. 
Since i hen it has occurred more than once that 
many have been without food for twenty-four 
hours. Great indignation is felt throughout the 
army ar.d in Richmond on account of this out- 
rageous and unendurable inefficiency. The effi 
ciency of the army is impaired, and even its 
movements retarded through the want of sap 
plies. 1 learn it has been, and is, a matter of 
bitter complaint and earnest remonstrance by the 
commanding Generals. Ard not only is there r 
want of sufficient quantity, but the provisionsare 
not good, are, in fact, positively unwholesome. 
It is not only so at the camps in Fairfax county 
where the army is large, hut also in other camps. 
A great deal of si« kness is the natural conse- 
quence. One regiment near Acquai Creek, has 
lost sixty men, and another thirty. The weather 
lias been intensely hot, and the great mortality 
is attributed by the troops to bad provisions, un- 
suitable at any time, especially during such a 
season. 

The country people, camp traders, and sutlers, 
too, in the neighborhood of Fredoricksburg and 
Acquia Creek, charge the poor follows most ex- 
tortionate prices for everything they buy. I have 
heard it is the same in other places, but that it is 
there, I am assured by the best authority. 

And not only is the department of subsistence 
ill managed, but the equally indispensible de- 
par ment to the mobility and efficiency, transpor- 
tation, is also lamentably behind. It was the con- 
dition of these two branches of the armv which 
prevented Gen. Beauregard from advancing to 
meet McDowell, as he had intonded. It was his 
unprepared ness in these which prevented him 
from following the defeated enemy from Manas- 
sas. It is the se which now paralyze him, prevent 
a forward movement, and is daily losing the South 
the substantial fruits of the great victory. Beau- 
regard has used superhuman exertions, and strug- 
gled against terrible and unappreciated difficulties 
and discouragements. His great determination, 
and the pluck of his troops, have accomplished 
wonders. But the Executive cm inertia is a huge 
obstacle to success, and the public interests per- 
emptorily requires that no man, or set of men, 
should stand in the wav.

Important from Nashville — Martial Law 
Proclaimed. — A citizen of Cincinnati, whose 
namo wo suppress by request, who has been em- 
ployed for some months in Nashville, arrived in 
this city verierday, having left Tennessee about 
three o’clock on Saturday morning last. He 
states that the utmo.t surveillance is kept up, and 
that on Friday last martial law was proclaimed in 
Nashville, and all persons forbidden to leave the 
city without a passport. 

•On the following day. at eleven o’clock, an 
election for officers of the militia was to be held, 
and every man required, before depositing his 
ballot, to swear to*support the Southern Confed- 
eracy; and if any one refused take the oath, 
or neglected to vote, he was to be regarded as a 
traitor and arrested as such. 

In order to avoid tb» s ordeal, the Cincinnatian, 
through the interposition of a friend with whom 
he had been employed, obtained a pass|>ort, and 
left for the North, at t lie time already mention- 
ed. It ii the intention to impress every able- 
bodied man into the service, ana the greatest con- 
sternation everywhere prevails. 

He says that flour is plenty and comparatively 
cheap, but that salt meats are hard to be obtain- 
ed at any price All kinds of groceries, except 
sugar, is very high, coffee ranging at fifty cents 
per pound, and salt at four and six cents. 

Tennessee money is at a heavy discount — 10 per 
cent, being readily given in exchange for Ken- 
tucky paper, and almost any price —never let s 
than 13 per cent. — for gold. The people do not 
readily enter into the gigantic treasury -note 
scheme of the Confedetate Congress, and hence 
men of property are getting their means into 
gold, Northern haDk I tills, and exchange, with a 
view of secreting it, as soon as possible. 

On the road through Tennessee, he saw but few 
troops, nearly all having been sent either to Vir- 
ginia or Missouri. It is very doubtful if many of 
the Union men will be permiited to leave, under 
the Davis proclamation warning them a wav in 
forty days. They will generally l»e forced to 
work, along with the negroes in the trenches, and 
kept at such other employment as will tend to re- 
lieve the burdens of tne soldiery.

How Wrought Iron Cannon are Made. — 
The Navy Department have just ordered three 
hundred wrought-iron guns from the Phmnixville 
(Pa.) Iron Works. The same number have also 
been contracted for by the War Department. 

The process of manufacturing these guns is dif- 
ferent from the old met hod of hammering. The 
guns are rolled hollow by the following means: 
Beveled bars of iron are used to form the required 
pile or base work for the gUD; the bars being bev- 
eled, leave a hollow in the centre. These bars 
are placed side by side on a mandrill. After the 
foundation for the gun is secured by bands, nu- 
merous bars of the beat, iron are wrapped 
.xpirally around it, running from end to 
end, so as to produce a sufficient thick- 
ness, from which can be rolled a cannon 
of the calibre desired. These bars are put on at 
a white heat, and when the whclr* inass cools it is 
put into a furnace, brought to a weUiiog heat, 
and at the same rime a piece of iron of sufficient 
size to form the breech is healed antiforced into 
the end of the mars of iron. The pile is theu put. 
into a machine which forces tho end together suffi- 
ciently to completely weld the edges of the liars of 
iron which had been previously wrapped around 
the foundation of the gun. After this process the 
iron is passed through immense rollers un- 
til the whole is thoroughly welded, and of the de- 
sired size, now the trunions are welded, or tech- 
nically snoa king, ‘ jutnp»d” on. As soon as the 
guns tool they are put into a lathe, turned to 
proper shape, and ihe hollow or bore of the gun 
bored to the desired eize. The advantage of 
wrapping the bars around the pile instead of ham- 
mering, it is said, gives it the full benefit of the 
tensile strain of the iron, while the other process 
only gives the strain that can be obtained from 
the cross section of the iron. On the trial of 
tbe?e guns it was found that four-pounders would 
throw a ten-found shell or shot of the aiorn pat- 
tern, ttfo and one- half miles with accuracy, and 
the six- plunders, tifleen-puund shot ard three 
ar«l one half miles. They are also used with 
great efficiency at point blank ranges of from 
twelve hundred to fifteen hundred yards.

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

However interesting medical theories in regard 
to consumption may be to physicians themselves, 
the only matter of any real interest or import- 
ance to the public is involved in the question — is 
consumption curable? If not, why not? There 
must be some good and sufficient reason why this 
malady should form an exception to all other 
diseases. If it be curable, then by what means 
can cure be accomplished? 1 take it this is what 
Ihe public desire to know, and what the physician 
should endeavor to explain. If I entertained the 
opinion, general in iny profession, and almost 
universal among the people, that consumption is 
beyond the ^kill of man to uproot, the task of 
explaining its treatment would indeed be easily 
accomplished. It would consist in a mere enu- 
meration of the different, remedies which have 
been found most effectual in palliating the dis- 
tressing symptoms which characterize it — cough, 
pain, fever, perspiration, &c. — for it may truly 
be £aid of most, physicians that they have striven 
to devise the be^t means to ma k the disease and 
make the patient comfortable, but the very worst 
to eflect bis recoverv. But believing as I do that 
consumption is curable, it becomes necessary to 
point out with accuracy what 1 mean 4»y the 
term consumption. 

1’he term "consumption" was originally applied 
to many diseases situated in different organs, 
and having no symptoms in common except the 
wasting or emaciation of the body. They were 
called consumptions because the bodv consumed 
away. This use of the term led to great confu- 
sion among writers, and it was soon found neces- 
sary to designate the kind of consumption meant, 
by prefixing the name of the affected organ. 

Laennec, the great discoverer of the stetho- 
scope, in the course of his extensive researches 
into the pathology of the lung?, found that gran- 
ular bodies alwavs exist in the lungs in genuine 
consumption. These bodies are called tubercles; 
and, since the time of Laennec, the term consump- 
tion has been restricted and understood to apply 
to a disease of the lung characterized by their 
presence. When, therefore, I speak of consump- 
tion, I mean pot only a disease of the lungs, but 
tubercular disease. I am particular that this 
should be understood, for the changes which 
these tubercles undergo produce the destruction 
of the lungs, and all that melancholy train of 
symptoms which mark the progress oFconsuinp- 
tion; while their seat— She sir-tubes and cells of 
the lungs — indicates the treatment necessary for 
their removal. 

The tubercles regulate the stage of the disease 
by the changes which they undergo. We say 
consumption is in the first stage when the tu- 
bercles are small specks or points of a grayish 
color — half transparent. In this condition they 
reeomble millet seed, and hence are called miliar? 
tubercles. This tubercular matter is Secreted 
from the blood. It is not only poured out into 
the air cells, and on the free surface of the mu- 
cous lining of the air tubes, but deposited in the 
delicate structures which go to make up the lungs. 
Whatever interferes with dccarboniz ition of the 
blood will produce tubercles. They are alwavs 
the produce of a defective performance of the 
function of the lungs. Catarrh produces them by 
inducing and feeding irritalion in the larynx and 
the windpipe. Irritation in the larynx and wind- 
pipe is always followed by bronchitis. Bronchitis 
ii always attended by the eecreiion of a viscid 
mucous Or phlegm, which blocks up the air-tubes, 
and prevents the admisuon of air. The moment 
the air is shut off from a cluster of air-cells, 
those cells become the centre of irr perfect decar- 
l"H)ization, and sooner o i later will become tu- 
berculous.. Here, Ihon. you see a chain of irri- 
tation beginning in a simple c itarrh. and ending 
in consumption. It is not the irritation that pro- 
duces the tubercles — for irritation in any other 
organ than the lungs would not be followed l*y 
their development— but it is the otistruction 
which tho vi>cid mucous cases in the air tubes. 
The hawking up of this sticky kind of mucous 
may be the only symptom of consumption in the 
first stage. From this you w r ill understand what 
a fatal mistake those make who wait for more se- 
rious symptoms to ariee. 

In the second stage of consumption tho tuber- 
re become much increased in size. In the first 
they were of the size of millet seed; they have 
now become of sizes varying from a small |*ea to 
a filbert. They have al.w undergone r change in 
( , lor— from paarl grey to yellow. When taken 
from the lungs of persons who have died, and 
crossed between Ihe lingers, they break down just 
ike lumps of old cheese. These cheesy fuber- 
:les, from their size, increase tho obs* ruction to 
the lungs, can ring shortness of breath, and gen- 
erally a considerable addition to the cough and 
x pectoral i >n. 

The last stage of consumption is caused by 
these cheesy tubercles becoming softened down 
inio pus, and by their producing ulceration of the 
substance of the lungs. When the process of ul- 
ceration commences we have all the worst symp- 
toms inaugurated — hectic fever, night sweats, 
severe cough, expectorations of yellow matter, 
spitting of blood, loss of tlesb, and strength, nod 
pleuritic pains. These, by slow degrees, wear 
out tho power of lif**, and the patient sinks. 

Here, then, you havo an outline of that disease 
to which wo apply the term consumption.

of being allowed to depart. No one can he found 
who assumes the iespon.ri^ility of detaining it. 
Mr. Fink, I judge, went to Bowling Green last 
night. 1 heard a Tennesseean from near Camp 
Trouble say that they were jolly down there at 
the conduct of the seccarionisis here. The tele- 
graph wires were cut yesterday between Bowling 
Green and this place. No less than eight wagons, 
loaded with contraband, pa-sed through this place 
yesterday. We are getting into an awful state 
of affairs here. (), Gcal, what is in store for us! 

Mr. Salmons labored diligently with the mob 
to get them to allow the train to return, but with 
no success.

Conspiracy against the Czar — Prominent 
Parties Implicated . — From a letter published in 
the Paris papers, and containing the most 
circumstantial details, it appears that at St. Pe- 
tersburg a tragedy was «n the point of being en- 
acted, the effects of which, hau it been acc m 
plished, would have spread at least over one half 
of Europe. A plot against the life of the Empe- 
rorj Alexander, as well as against the lives 
of the different members of the Imperial 
family, has lately been discovered, in which some 
of tho highest members of the nobility and 
State functionaries were implicated. For some 
time past the house of a great functionary was 
the rendezvous of a large number of person*’ who 
assembled there under divers pretexts. They 
were for the greater part government functiona- 
ries, retired officers, landed proprietors, discon- 
tented with the late reforms, and individuals be- 
longing to the different coteries into which the 
court is now divided. These personages, it is 
stated, became the centre of a conspiracy which 
aimed at the lives of Emperor and his children as 
well as the establisment of a constitution. The 
complicity of two ladies of tho highest rank 
shows whom the compirators had in view as their 
future Czar. 

Relations were also formed with some exile', 
who were brought round by the promise of the 
immediate proclamation of a liberal constitution; 
a Senator, who, on account of the favor he enjoy- 
ed at coart, was considered to he tbe most fitting 
intermediary between the different malcontents; 
and the correspondence on the subject was carried 
on through him. Ho vever, the frequency of the 
meetings drew tbe attention of a servant to them, 
and a p sriping propensity on his part was the 
means of putting the police on the track, which 
they pursued, with the Emperor’s old ere, with the 
greatest circumspection. '1 he letter further states 
lhat several persons who visited the reunions 
were suddenly dismissed from their situations 
This had the effect of at once arousing misgivings 
that they were discovered. Some strove to leave 
the country, and the ringleader in the plot be- 
came utterly deprived of reason. 

When all this was known to the govern men*, 
M. Fat kul, the chief of tbe Russian police, paid a 
domiciliary visit to tbe house of the Senator for 
the purpose of tnkmg possession of all his papeis. 
While t loing so a colonel in the Russian army, 
and secretary to one of the ladies in question, 
came and displayed an order which enqHiwered 
him to take possession of the treasonable corre- 
spondence. A waim contest ensued, but Fatkul 
was tbe victor, and in the letters which he (bund 
was discovered ihe clue to the conspiracy. The 
tw’o ladies were immediately ordered to leave $t. 
Petersburg, and also forbidden e\er to return 
there. Hut the fate of all the others has not yet 
transpired. 

Outrages in Missouri — We daily bear if 
outrage* committed by the secesai* mists upon 
peaceable, unoffending citizens. Many of the 
victims of this outlawry were formerly residents 
of Southern Illinois, and well known as persons 
of the highest respectability, and their charac- 
ters are such that tbe truth of tbfir statements 
cannot be questioned. Oi Thuredav last, some 
old residents of Williamson were driven from 
their homes in Missouri, their property seized, 
and all their means "confiscated." They crossed 
the river, and, proceeding to their former plates tf 
residence, applied to their old friends for aid. 
Fifteen men promptly responded to the call, and 
on Sunday they started for Missouri, determined 
to see justice done. 

On the 10th inst , Mr. John H. Craig, a roili- 
wri zbt, who formerly worked in this town and in 
De Soto, was putting up the machinery of a steam 
mill, about nine miles southwest of New Madrid, 
when ho was seized by three men of Pillow’s 
army, tied, at d taken to the rel»el camp at Nxw- 
Madrid. He was detained prisoner under a strong 
guard, two days ard nights, half starved, and 
without a shelter from the broiling sun during the 
day or cold dews at night. On Friday evening 
be managed to escape. Before be was taken to 
New Madrid be had the satisfaction of seemg his 
chest broken open, and fitv-six dollars belonging 
to himself 6afelv deposited in the pockets of his 
captors, and all bis tools destroyed. Such acts 
w'u’d disgrace barbariars, but they are every 
day occurrences with the chivalrous" scions c>f 
tbe south — the boasted aristocrats of America, 
and the "salt ’ of this nation. They need & little 
wholesome correction, and which the Illinois boys 
are bound to administer .— Carbondale Times.

Rumors of Fighting at Washington. 

Washington, August 28. 

The city was rife la<*t night and this morning 
with the report of a tight on the other side of tbe 
Potomac. Even in usually W’ell informed quar- 
ters there is conflicting information on the sub- 
ject. It is certain, however, that General McClel- 
lan returned from thence at half-past eleven 
o'clock last night and nothing of an important or 
serious character was elicited. It is probable, 
however, that a disunion force of three companies 
of cavalry and about the same number of infant- 
ry with two field pieces have been hovering in 
tbe vicinity of Ball’s Cross Roads, maneuvering 
with a view to draw detachments of our troops 
into an ambuscade. 

The Battle in Western Virginia. 

Galijpolis, August 28. 

The battle at Cross Lines, near Summervill , 
on the 26* h inst , proved to be a bloody affair. 
The following are all the particulars we have 
learned: 

The 7th Ohio regiment, Colonel Tyler, was sur- 
rounded while at breakfast and attacked on both 
flanks and in front simultaneously. Our men 
immediately formed for battle and fought bravely 
while they ?aw but little chance of success, the 
em my being too powerful. Col. Tyler sent foi- 
ward to the baggage train which was roming up 
three miles distant and had it tumid back to- 
wards Ganiev, which point it reached in safety. 
Companies B. C, and I suffered most severely. 
They particularly were in the hottest of the tight 
and stood up to it bravely and fought their way 
through fearful odds, making dreadful slaughter 
in the enemy ’s ranks. 

The rebel force consisted of 3,000 infantry at d 
400 cavalry and 10 guns. 

The Federal forces scattered after they had cut. 
their way through, but soon formed again and 
fired, hut received no reply or pursuit from the 
enemy. 

Our loss cannot be definitely ascertaiced, t hough 
not over 200 are missing out of 900 engaged. The 
rebel loss is fearful. Lieut. Col. Creighton cap 
lured the enemy’s colors and two prisoners. The 
following is a list of the officers known to have 
been killed: Captain Dyer, Painesville; Captain 
ShurtlitV, Company C, Oherlii ; Capt. Sterling, 
James, Company I; Adjutant L. Deforest, 
Cleveland; Lieut, ('has. W»rrentz, and Ser- 
geant Major Ting, Warren, O. The other field 
officers are all safe. 

The Truth by the way of Memphis. 

Memphis, Aug. 28. 

By wav of Paducah, we have a report of a 
battle at Cape Girardeau, which occurred yester- 
day, in which the Confederate troops were victo- 
rious. There is great commotion in Cairo in con- 
sequence.

Melancholy Condition of the Rkkei.s. 
The Washington correspondent of the Philadel- 
phia Press states: 

Thore is late intelligence from Richmond to the 
effect that the conspirators are surrounded with 
factions and covered with the clouds of despair. 
While it is not doubted that they have intelli- 
gence of most of our movements, anil that recent 
events have given them something of a prestige, 
they are so conscious of their own weakness and 
of t heir own poverty, and so well convinced of 
the awful pr«p nations of the National Govern- 
ment, that Iheir only escape from utter defeat is 
by making a rapid and combined attack upon this 
capital. This they are wise enough to see, if 
successful, would give them an enormous advant- 
age. and yet, if they should fail, it would be t lie 
grand coup de grace of their whole conspiracy. 
The obstacles in their way, however, are obsta- 
cles of nature, of finance, and of partv politics. 
It must be recollected that tbe railroad net uni- 
ting Manassas, Acquia Creek, and Winchester 
with Richmond .made them independent of those 
means of transportation which will he indispensi 
t»l« vihen they advance upon Washington. That 
they are comparatively without means of trans- 
portation and subsistence is notorious. Next 
comes the question of money, with all the attend- 
ant horrors grow ing < ut of the rapidly contract- 
ing blockade of their whole coast. Finally, the 
division among the leading spirits of the secession 
cabal. WigMI and Davis have hail a terrible 
quarrel, and Governor Brown, of (Jeorgia, has de- 
nounced (his self-constituted president and his ev- 
ident intention to establish a monarchy on the 
basis of the Southern Confederacy. The jealousy 
of Virginia by South Carolina, the rivalry be- 
tween Montgomery and Richmond, and the un- 
dhguised displeasure at the exactions and tyran- 
nies of Davis by such men as / dlicofter, ot Ten- 
nessee, A. Gallatin Brown, of Mississippi, and 
Fitzpatrick, of Alabama, are all evidences of Ihe 
growing weak re -s of a movement originally cor- 
rupt ami revolutionary.

LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Putted at the First Session of the 37 th Congress . 

| Public— No. 11.1 

AN ACT in relation to forwarding soldiers' let- 
ters. 

He it enacted hy the Senate and House of Rep- 
rtsentattves of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That all prepaid letters lo 
H<>ldier* in any regiment in the service of the 
United States, and directed to them at a point 
where t hey 9 have been stationed, may be for- 
warded," whenever practicable, to any other point 
to which they may have been ordered, without 
further chargf thereon. 

Approved, July 24, 1861.

| Public— N o. 12.] 

AN ACT to provide for the temporary increase of 

the navy. 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United Stales of .4 merica in Con- 
gress assembled, That for and during the present 
insurrection the Secretary of the Navy shall be, 
and he is hereby, authorized to hire, purchase, or 
contract for such vessels as may be necessary for 
the temporary increase of the navy of the United 
States; and he is also hereby authorized to fur- 
nish any vessel or vessels which may be pur- 
chased or contracted for with such ordnance, 
ordnance stores, ar.d munitions of war as may be 
necessary to enable such vesse. or vessels to ren- 
der the most efficient service, pursuant to the 
orders which may be given to their respective 
commanders. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That the 
temporary appointments made, or which may be 
made by the Secretary of the Navy, of acting 
lieutenants, acting paymasters, acting assistant 
surgeons, acting masters and misters’ mates, are 
hereby ratified and confirmed as temporary act- 
ing appointments until the return of the vessels 
in which they are respectively employed, or until 
the suppression of tne present insurrection, as 
may be deemed necessary; and the rate of com- 
pensation allowed for the several grades specified 
is hereby legalized and approved. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted. That for the 
purpose of carrying into effect the foregoing act, 
and to suppress piracy, and render more effective 
the cloeing of the ports of the insurgents, there 
be appropriated and placed at the disposal of the 
Navy Department the sum of three millions of 
dollars. 

Approved, July 24, 1861. 

Gen. Lvon’s Remains. — T he remains of (Jen. 
Lyon were received at St. I/tuia on Monday even 
ing. The remains were attended from Spring 
held by a party of Lyons kinsmen and friends 
who went thither for the purpose. The body was 
to l»e embalmed, and then placed en route for de- 
ceased’s former home in Connecticut. 

Mysterious Disappearance. — Mr. Joseph 
Hurley, an old and esteemed citizen of St. Louis, 
recently disappeared from his friends in a some 
what mysterious manner. Circumstances have 
come to light which lead to the conclusion that 
he has been murdered. 



Land Warrants in New York . — The Ques- 
tion of their Assignment. — The business in land 
warrants has recently been much contracted, and 
warrant holders very much disturbed by a decis- 
ion of the Secretary of the Interior, that war- 
rants assigned in blank were void. As ninety- 
nine warrants in each hundred during the last 
t en years have been so assigned, the Department 
having always recognized such assignment, this 
decision, which converted thousands of warrants 
into worthless paper, caused much alarm. We 
are glad to see by the following letter, received 
by Messrs. Taylor Brothers, that the Sccretar}' 
has reviewed his decision, and that land warrants 
are again of some value: 

Banking House op Sweeney, Kitten- ) 
iiouiiK, Faux, & Co., 
Washington, Aug. 20, 1861. \ 

Messrs. Taylvr brothers, banters, Hew York 
City: 

Gentlemen: Our Mr. Taut had a very satis- 
factory interview with the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior this morning, in relation to the question of 
blank assignments, to which you have called our 
attention. He authorized him to say that, inas- 
much as Congfeu had not, in his opinion, made 
land warrants negotiable, hi3 decision was only 
inteoded to protect bona tide owners of blank as- 
signed warrants which may have been stolen, or 
else improperly obtained; that be did not mean 
to interfere with the buying and selling of blank 
assigned warrants; and that he saw no rea 
son why the business could not go on a; 
before, that the locator, at the lime of making 
the entry, could in:-ert his name, and of course 
the question could not and would not be raised by 
the Government as lo the validity thereof. If. how - 
over, a coute.*t was made in cases of warrants 
improperly obtained, such assignment would be 
declared void, llis object was to announce a 
general principle, which could only be applied to 
warrants after the location. At the time of loca- 
tion, the officers of the Government would not 
stop to inquire when the name of the assignee 
was put in, and it could never be questioned ex 
opt w hen raisod by an adverse claimant. If i 
should be shown by the warrantee after location, 
that the assignment was made in blank, without 
his knowledge or consent, if would of course be 
declared void, as no title could piss in that shape. 

If, however, a valuable c moderation was paid, 
notwithstanding tho assignment was in blank 
the case would be referred to the courts to 
determine the rights of the parties. A blank 
assignment male without the owner’s authority 
has always berfn void; yet, by custom, the Gov- 
ernment has never required proof to accompany 
the location, as to the time when tbe name was 
inserted, but permitted them to be received, un- 
leas a question was raised, as before stated, by an 
adverse party. Practically, he repeated that the 
decision did not change the former ruling of the 
Department, except in cafes where a contest 
arose. Hence, while the Department cannot offi 
daily announce that it will approve of blank as- 
signments, no obstacle will be thrown in the way 
of their location, and such will be recognized by 
the local I^md-office as heretofore. We therefore 
can perceive no reason why the value of warrants 
should bo in the slightest degree affected by this 
decision. 

The Siege ok Sebastopol. — T he Washington 
correspondent of the New York Tribune furnishes 
the following interesting information relative to 
the siege of Sebastopol: 

For a whole year tbe heaviest ordnance which 
tbe mightiest powers of Europe could command, 
directed by the most perfect science mankind ever 
saw, shook with its tbunderings the HeracUidan 
Chersonese. France, the most martial of modern 
nations, contributed to tbe gigantic 9trifo 1,676 
guns, nearly all of which were of the largest cal- 
ibre. They exploded 9,000,000 pounds of powder 
in front of the beleaguered city, throwing into it 
and its covering works 1,250,000 rounds of shot 
and shell. England, long her rival enemv, but 
now her ally* threw at the same time of like ma- 
terial 253 000 rounds. The vigor and magnitude 
of the reply which Russia made to ihe combined 
assault of her foes is shown in an extract from 
the report of one of the American Military Com- 
missioners sent to the Crimea, who says: “The 
immense number of rounds lired by the Russians 
during tbe siege was strikingly illustrated by the 
quantity of shot and shells with which the ground 
was thickly strewed within the radius of the 
''orksof attack. One of the ravines leading to 
the town, on the left of the English attack, was 
known as ‘The Valley of Death;’ in the bottom of 
it. in some places, our horses literally walked on 
a pavement of cannon balls lying close together." 

A heroic exploit ie told of a beautiful young 
woman in the village t»f Spinelli. The house of 
her uncle, a Liberal priest, was invaded by some 
20 brigand ruffians. One of the leaders was amus- 
ing himself by oUbbing the poor priest, who was 
old, when the girl rushed in, Hung herself on him, 
snatched in an instant the brace of fevolvers he 
had in bis belt, and shot him dead. She ran 
through all the rooms, tiring upon every brigand 
'be found engaged in plundering the house. She 
shot down four of them. Alarmed at this unex- 
pected attack, and not knowing what to nuke of 
it. the ruffian? in the other rooms ran out. She, 
atill pursuing them, succeeded, before they could 
get a knowledge of the enemy they had to en- 
counter, in closing the front door against them. 
The brigands attempted to set lire to the house. 
From the balcony she put out an old mutket be- 
longing to her uncle, and lired upon them again, 
and then displaying from the window a tri- color- 
ed flag, cried “Viva Garibaldi" with all her 
strongth. The miscreants lired an ineffectual 
shot or two and fairly ran for it. A few moments 
after a Captain of bersaglieri, who just came up, 
found the exhausted girl in a faint upon tbe dead 
body of her uncle.
